REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior discloses or 
suggests a process for removing mercury compounds from a glycol and/or alcohol containing 
stream by contacting the stream with an adsorbent comprising a sulfided metal or sulfur 
supported on a carbon support. 

Lee et al. (US 2006/0205591) discloses a method for removing mercury from 
hydrocarbon stream by contacting the stream with an adsorbent comprising sulfided metal. 
However, Lee does not teach that the stream comprising glycol alcohol. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
